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PROGRAM NOTES 


You will notice numerous schedule changes 
in the program guide this month, predicated by 
the moving of the nightly International News 
from 7:00 back to 6:30pm. This results in 
many minor and major schedule changes and we 
suggest you read the guide carefully to relo~- 
cate your favorite programs -~ none of them 
have been discontinued. 

July's schedule includes the initiation of 
a new program of local news commentary Tues- 
day nights at 10:30. There are two programs 
dealing with Initiative 13, including a live 
debate with representatives from two opposing 
factions and a commentary by representatives 
from Women Against 13, Programs dealing with 
energy issues include speeches by Amory Lovins 
and Sym Van der Ryn, a documentary on the Tro- 
jan Trials, and excerpts from the Regional 
Energy Planning Conference held at the Seattle 
Center last morith. There is also a speech and 
interview with Helen Sobell, whose husband was 
a co-defendant in the Rosenberg conspiracy 
case. Other programs deal with the J.P, Ste- 
vens boycott, violence against women, and the 
Alaska d-2 hearings. 

On Friday nights KRAB begins a 10-part docu- 
mentary series on the life and music of Igor 
Stravinsky. Locally recorded concerts include 
one by Hedzoleh Sounds, a West African highlife 
band, and a duet with Gary Peacock and Al Hood. 
Two of the many live studio concerts are with 
multi-talented hammer dulcimist(?) Phil Boul- 
ding and the flamenco duo of Sylvia Aguilera 
and David Tamarin. Ethnomusicologist Philip 
Schuyler presents a program of his own field 
recordings made in Morocco and Adam Woog in- 
terviews New York avant-garde composer Laurie 
Anderson. 

There are many other shows of interest: 
Wende Wood's program on "The Unborn Baby," 

a Thai shadow play, narrated by Allan Swen- 
sson; Jacques Townes' celebration of Bastille 
Day, Paul O'Connor's program on Mormon revela- 
tion, "Close Encounters of the Fourth Kind;" 
the live broadcast of a karate tournament, 
Jennifer Hall's interview with a person in 

the process of changing genders, Scott Wilson's 
"Mosquitoes and the Class Struggle" and more,
